WaahlDttOB, Dee. 18. — Preeldent 

Castro has clothed Minister Bowen 
with full powers to effect a eettle- 
ment with Oreat Britain, Germaoy 
•ad Italy. Mr. Bowen simply awaits 
the consent of the state department 
to assume this task, aBsumtng that 
the nations named are willing that 
he shall undertake this work. It is 
believed that the critical pbase oC 
the Venezuelan controversy Is passed. 

Whether the consent of these gov- 
ernments can be obtained, will, It Is 
believed here, depend entirely upon 
the sufficiency of any guarantee that 
can be glTen for the fhtthful discharge 
by President 'Castro of any obliga- 
tions be may assume as the result of 
of Mr. Bowen's efforts. The allies feel 
that they must be assured against the 
* oonseauenoee of another reTolution 
and the repudiation by the president, 
who will tbUow Casfro. of his liader- 
taklngs. 

Tha effort to induce the United 
Btatea goremment to act as guaran- 
tor, it is safe to say, will not succeed 
and it is beginning to appear that 
there is likely to be a mixed commis- 
sion appointed to receive all Venezu- 
elan customs and setting apart a cer- 
tain portion for the maintenance of 
the Venezuelan government, disburse 
the remainder among the powers until 
their obligations are met. 

The goTerament of France has now 
entered the field as an' actiTe party In 
the trouble. The Preach government 
has, through its ambassadors and 
charges and ministers, served notice 
upon the governments of Oreat Brit- 
ain, Oermany and Italy, and in the 
way of Information has told BeereUry 
Hay that any' provision made for the 
settlement of the claims against Yen- 
ecuela must recognize the preemi- 
nence of the French claims. France 
received assurances from the other 
governments named that any arrange- 
ments made would provide for the se- 
curity of the French interests in the 
Venesuelan custmns. 

Dewey's Fleet. 

The navy department contributed 
an Important development in the Ven- 
esuelan situation in the form of a 
eablegram from Admiral Dewey an- 
nouncing the proposed itinerary of the 
vessels of his fleet during the Christ- 
mas holidays. It is olt»arly seen that 
the plan provides for no undue con- 
eentratioa of ships along the Vene- 
sulan coast and so prudently and ad* 
visedly have its details been drawn 
up that Secretary Moody cabled the 
admiral the department's approval of 
his orders. This will set at rest the 
rumors tliat the United States con- 
templatee complicating the Venezu- 
elan situation by dispatching the large 
naval force to La Guayra as an otteet 
to the allied fleet. 

Admiral Dewey's cablegram, dated 
San Juan, Dec. 14, is to this effect: 
"Proposed itinerary of vessels for 
Christmas holidays: Kearsarge, Ala- 
banta, Massachusetts, Iowa, Scorpion, 
Trinidad: Illinois, Indiana, Hist to St 
Thomas, the Texas to Polnte-a-Petrle;

San Francisco, Albany, Wasp to May- 
aguez; Cincinnati, Atlanta, Prairie, 
tuga and torpedo tioats to San Juan; 
Cnlgoa to Magayei antl San Juan: 
Olympla, Nashville and Maehias to 
St Rltts; Detroit to Anllgua; May- 
flower and Vixen to Porto Rlcan wat- 
ers and vicinity, and Dolphin to An- 
Ugua and vici nity. 

AN APOLOGY 

Bxpeeted Froaa Veaesuela For in- 
•nlu to the German DIplemats. 
Berlin. Deo. IS.^Aslde from the 
anyimtai claims mentioned in her ul- 
tlnatum, Oermany expects some form 
of apology from Venetuela for the 
diplomatic Insults which the foreign 
oflioe says are more serious aud more 
gross than those of which Great Brit- 
ain claims. The foreign oflSce ofllcials 
point oA thai Premier BalfQV's re- 



mark In the house of commons about 
Oermany having other than financial 
claims mutt be understood as apply- 
ing to diplomatic reparation for the 
insults and not to a material indemn- 
ity, like money or territory. 

The foreign office is again calling 
attention to, the suspicions in the 
United Stateh lest Oemany effect a 
landing In Venezuela. It says a refu- 
tation of such suspicions ought to be 
perceived in the slender forces at the 
dlspoa^tion of Oermany. There are 
scaroely MO men who could be spared 
from the squadron, not a sufficient 
number to take La Ouayra let alone 
for an expedition Into the interior. 
It is rot settled whether the notifica- 
tion of the commencement of tna 
blockade will be made public In Ber 
lin and London simultaneously or 
take the form of a communication 
from the two commanders of t.ho 
squadrons to the Venezuelan authori- 
ties. The publication will apparently 
be delayed a day or two.^ 

The foreign ofllcials say the reply 
to Venezuela's arbitration proposal 
has not yet been sent. The foreign 
Office is still exchanging views on the 
sabject with London. Although the 
foreign office does not give the least 
bint of the character of Germany's 
reply. It se'ms certain that arbitra- 
tion will not be accepted, though the 
refusal may be aeoottipaaled by fireah 
suggestions. 

The Cologne Gazette, In an evident- 
ly Inspired statement, endeavors to 
allay the uneasiness regarding Ger- 
many's actions in Venezuela, which, 
according to practically all the special 
dispatches coming from America, 
prevails in the United States. "There 
are no facts," says the statement, "to 
support dfbtrust of Oermany exprens- 
ed in many quarters. The govern- 
ment of the United States knows well 
that <^ermany as little thinks of seiz- 
ing Venezuelan territory as of plan' 
ing her flag on the mountains of the 
moon. Even If we could annex Vene- 
zuela without a protest from the Unit- 
ed States, we woald forego so doing, 
as complication ^Ith the United States 
would be bound to follow. Germany 
does not think of waging a land war. 
Sh« believes ahe can force her Just 
demands by means of a blockade, "nie 
real cause of her action was the rob- 
bery and plunder In the guise of war 
contributions to which our country 
men were exposed."

King Bdward la HU 8pee«h Refer* 
to the Veaesttelaa Maddle. 

London. Dec. 18. — Parliament was 

prorogued by royal commission. Only 
a score of members of the house of 
commons were present when Black 
Rod summoned the lower house to 
the house of lords to hear the' king's 
speech, which was an unusually 
lengthy recapitulation of public 
events since .January, including the 
action taken in connection with Yen 
ezuela, regarding which the speech 
said: 

"I regret that tho constant com 
plaints which my government found 
it necessary to address to the govern 
ment of Venezuela - in regard to the 
unjustifiable and arbltsary acts 
against British subjects and prop- 
erty during the last two years have 
been persistently disregarded and 
that it has become necessary for my 
govenunent. acting la concert with 
that of his Imperial majesty, the Ger- 
man emperor, which has also serious 
cause of complaint against the repub- 
lic, to insist on measures of reme- 
dlea." 

Thf speech refers to the 'conclu- 
sion of the South African war and 

adds: "There seems to be every rea- 
son to hope that material prosperity, 
greater than any the government and 
the Orange River colonies have yet 
experienced will continue to visit 
these regions and all sections of the 
population may live together in 
friendship for each other and loyalty 
to the crown." 

Other topics touched upon ^ere the 
expedition against the Mad Mullah, 
and the co-operation of Italy therein, 
the acceptance by Chile and Argen- 
tine of the British boundary award, 
the Brussels sugar convention and 
the alliance between Great Britain 
and Japan, which the king believes 
will be of advantage to both countries 
and contribute to the maintenance of 
general peaoe ia the extreme east 

Parliament was prorogoed until

Aillet' Ultimatum Was Not Aooepted. 
Megotlatloas For Arbitration. 
Caracas. Deo. U.— A press repre- 
sentative saw nrM||lent Castro and 
questioned him la rigerd to the report 
published In the United States that 
the Anglo-Oerman ultimatum bad 
been aooepted by Venesuela. The 
president became furiooi with, rage 
and said there , was no truth in the 
report. He added: "The acceptance 
of an ultimatum cannot be coupled 
with arbitraUon." When asked if it 
was true that Venesuela was taking 
diplomatic steps to arrange for arbi- 
tration and that arrangements in this 



connection were well advanced, Pres> 
ident Castro said: "The government 
of Yenezuela does not propose to de> 

termlne on any steps while the propo- 
sition for arbitration that the lega- 
tion of the United States was charg- 
ed to present to Oreat Britain and 
Oermany remains unchanged."

A Woman Whosn Home Wnt lit' 
Btroyed by Klr« and a Couple 
Burned In Kfflgy— Otiier 
Testimony Offered. 



Seranton. Pa., Dea 18.— The attor- 
neys for the non-onion men resumed 

their calling of witnesses before the 
coal strike commission, to show that 
violence was committed during the 
progress of the striked As «b<m as 
the hearing opened the wage state- 
ments of the Delaware, Lackawan'na 
and Western and Philadelphia and 
Raeding Coal and Iron companies 
were filed with the oonunlssion. 

The first witness called aaid a 
member of the miners' union threat- 
ened to kill him if he did not slop 
working, and Anally did shoot at him. 
The offender was sent to prison. The 
next three witnesses were John Hoff- 
man, his son, both of whom were 
working at the Upper Lehigh colliery, 
assisting In putting In a new boiler, 
and the son's wife. They told how a 
crowd of strikers came at midnight 
to harm the son. who had fled five 
miles t6 another town, and how the 
crowd smashed the furniture and at- 
tempted to burn the house. 

The next witness related the story 
of himself and wife being hung }n ef- 
figy In the streets of Nantlcoke, the 
efflgy of the wife being of a character 
most offensive. .Mrs. Kate McN'amara 
of Parsons, the mother of four small 
children, whose husband was in the 
mines and could not come home for 
fear of bodily harm, testified that her 
home was destroyed by fire at night 
and she and her children were rescued 
with difficulty. Counsel tor the min- 
ers called the commission's attention 
to the fact that the flre had not been 
conivected with the strikers and ob- 
jected to the other aide bringing in 
evidence of alleged violence by strik- 
ers when they cannot prove it. 

Chairman Oray said that while the 
evidence did not directly connect the 
strikers with the (ire, the Inference 
was that the flre was most probably 
of incendiary origin. Other witnesses 
were called to prove they were boy 
cotted and otherwise Intimidated 
Counsel for the miners frequently oh 
Jeeted to unsupported teatluony be- 
ing presented.

Their aoquirement strengthens the 
steel corporation in its hold upon the 
lighter lines of production, and in the 
wire nail field gives It a practical 
monopoly, apart from the Alabama 
and Colorado conoenu whioh are 
largely seetioDal.

Aathraelte Operators Hold Out Ko 
Hope Kor Ncllef: 
Philadelphia. Dec. 18.— Officials of 

the Reading railroad hold out no hope 
for relief in th^ anthracite coal strin- 
gency this winter, despite the efforu 
of the company to mine and ship to 
Its full capacity. "Under normal con 
ditions." said one of the officials, 
"the anthracite production is never 
equal to the demand during the win- 
ter, and the Reading and other an- 
thracite companies have been obliged 
to draw upon the stock at various 
stages to help out the demands of the 
trade. This year there Is not a pound 
of coal at any of these storage points 
and ooasumera are dependent entire- 
ly upon the daily ou^^ of the mines, 
'fhe big dealers In New Bngland, who 
usually have In stock at this season 
of the year from 50,000 to 100.000 
tons, are bare of ooal and dependent 
entirely upon what it being shipped 
to them by tbe various companies. 
Practically all of the Reading com- 
pany's collieries are in operation. 

Lorenz's Latest Operation. 

New York, Dec. 18. — Dr. Lorenz has 
for the first time since his arrival in 
New York operated on a club foot. 
The patient was a 4-year-oId girL Dr. 
Lorens kneaded and twisted the crip- 
pled foot until it was as soft and pli- 
able as a piece of putty. Then he 
deftly moulded it into Us proper 
form, and announced that tbe opera- 
tion was completed, and a plaster 
cast was fitted on the foot. The doc- 
tor said that the child should be al- 
lowed to use her foot as much as she 
could after four or five days and that 
it would be necessary to keep the 
cast on for six or seven months, after 
which she could walk. 

Why eaatro Yielded. 

Caracas, Dec. 18.— The solution to 
the dilemma came through a meeting 
of all the richest and nio-^t inlluentlai 
citliens of Caracas, including mer- 
chants, bankers and plantation own- 
ers. They have pledged themselves 
to find a plan which wili enable The 
country *to discharge Its obligations. 
Their program was submitted to 
President Castro>who requested it in 
writing, and everybody cognizant of 
the negotiations is satisfied from his 
attitude that he has determined that 
this is the best plan for the country. 

Italy's Instructions. 

Rome, Dec. 18. — Instructions have 
been sent to Signer De Riva, the Ital- 
ian miniater to Venesuela, who is on 
board the Italian cruiaer Oiovanni 
Bausan at La Ouayra, to be guided 
by cir' i rn taiKTs, hearing In mind 
the agrei'ineiit with Germany and 
Great Britain and the necessity for 
uniformity of action. Tbe Italian 
govemm^t considers that the Gio- 
vanni Bausen. Elba and Agordat are 
Bufhcleut to co-operate in blockade. 

Pretender Gaining Qreund. 

London, Dec. IS. — A dispatch from 
Fez, by way of London, says that the 
pretender to the throne has complete 
possession of Tesa and the neighbor- 
ing districts. The pretender has ap- 
pointed viziers and other officials 
and has set up a court with every 
symbol of royalty. The tribes east ot 
Fes almost without exception as- 
knowledge the pretender as the sul- 
tan. Very heavy rains Impede the 
progress of the imperial troops. 

Duel to Follow. 
Madrid, Dec. 18. — General Bourbon 
y De Castellvl, a cousin of King Al- 

fon/.o. w;is arrested in a >;amblliiM 
club. He was arraigned before the cap- 
tain general and subsequently releas- 
ed. The general haa challenged the 
prefect, who Is now r^ponslble for 
the energetic att^mpta made to sup 
press club gambling.

Philippine Tariir Bill tke SabJeeS of 
Debate— Gold Standard Suggested 
Por the Islands— Coagree> 
sloaal Praeeedlags. 



Washington, Dec. 18. — In the ab- 
sence of Speaker Henderson, who at- 
tended tbe wedding of Representative 
Blackburn of North Carolina, Mr. Dal- 
zell (Pa.) presided over the delibera- 
tions of the house. Immediately aft- 
er tho reading of tbe Journal, Mr. 
Hitt (Ills.), from the committee on 
foreign aftelrs. reported back the De 
Armond and McCall resolutions call* 
Ing upon the secretary of state for 
the farts with relation to the clalmO 
of Qreat Britain and Oermany against 
Venesuela. and generally tor a state* 
ment ot the diplomatic situation with 
reference to the Monroe doctrine. 

The report recommended that the 
DeArmond resolution He upon tbe 
table and that the MoCall resolution, 
which called tor tbe correspondence 
In the ease, be adopted. Mr. Richard- 
son (Tenn.) asked why Italy and oth- 
er European countries which were 
figuring In the controversy, were not 
named in the reaolution. Mr. Hitt 
replied that he was advfaed that the 
correspondence was Kimllar In each 
case. Tbe recommendations of the 
committee were agreed to and the Me* 
Call reaolution waa adopted. 

The houae then went Into commit' 
tee of the whole and took up tbe con* 
slderation of the bill reported by lae 
ways and means committee to reduce 
the duties on articles the growth and 
product of the Philippine archipelago 
from 75 per cent of the DIngley rates 
(the present rate) to 25 per cent. Mr. 
Payne •-.xplalnod the l)ill Tlic Philip- 
pine government, he said, needed rev- 
enue and for that reason it was im- 
practicable to totally abolish tha du- 
ties. 

Mr. Richardson (Tonn ) said he be- 
lieved any duty was unjust, unconsti- 
tutional and un-American, but he fav- 
ored any reduction. He gave notice 
that he would vote to recommit the 
bill with instructions to report It 
hack amended so as ft) provide for 
free trade with the islands. 

Mr. McClelland (N.Y.) recalled the 
fact tha^ Oeneral Wright, Tlce govern- 
or of the Philippines. In a hoarlnp; be- 
fore tbe ways and means r immittee, 
expressed the opinion that the free 
importation of Philippine products 
would best subserve the Interests ot 
the islands. 

Mr. Swanson (Va.) also argued Ih 
favor of frc>e trade with tht» Philip- 
pines. The bill was further discussed 
by Mr. DeArmond (Mo.). Mr. Ball 
(Texaa.), Mr. Crumpacker (Ind.). and 
Mr. Qreen (Pa.) All the amendmenta 
wore voted down In committee of the 
whole.

General Staff Corpa In Army. 
Washington, Dec. IS —The house 
military affairs committee authorized 
a favorable report on the bill drafted 
by the war department creating a 
genaral staff corps in the army, but 
recommendiHl two important amend- 
ments, one of which eliminates the 
provision in the bill for the discontin- 
uance of the inspector general'a de- 
partment, thus leaving it as a bureau 
of the war dci)artmont. The otlior 
amendment i)revents the giving a 
brigadier general who might be de- 
tailed to the staff the rank and pay 
ot a lieutenant general or major gen- 
eral, as contemplated in the bill. 

Currency For PHillpplnea. 

Washington, Dec. 18.— The senate 

committee on the Phlliiiplnes agreed 
upon a bill for tho establishment of a 
currency for the Philippines, which la 
the Joint production of Senatora 
Lodge and Allison. The bill makes 
tho gold peso of 12 9 10 piains the 
unit of value in tli<- islands and makes 
the gold coins uf tlie United StatoO 
leagi tender for all debts. 

Vessels Relaaaed. 

Detroit, Dec. 18. — ^The ateamer 8. 
K. Martin and the aehooner Charlea 
Spademan of Marine City, which have 
been fast In the Ice In L.ake Brie, off 
Bar Point, were releaaed and brought 
into the river by tugs Hoaae Rule and 
Columbia. They are now lying at 
Amhertaburg waiting for the third 
vessel of the fleet, the schooner Hans- 
comb, which with an unlcnowa aehoon- 
er Is still fast. Tha toga'va irerldniK 
to release them.

BOARD AflAINST THE C. AMD 0. 



The Appellate Coart Says This Case Sboald 
Have Been Givea to the Jary. 



Brief mention has been made of the 
decision of tbe Court of Appeals revers- 
ing the above case taken op from the 
Mason Circuit Court. The opinion of 
the Appellate Court WM rendered by 
Judge Hohson, who saye : 

Appellant was a laborer iu tbe service of ap- 
pellee, working under a foreman engaged In 
propping lip a track over a culvert. Appallaut 
under tbe direction of the foreman bad dug tbe 
dirt out l>etween tbe top of tbe culvert and tbe 
track for tbe purpose of putting in a prop which 
would rest on the culvert. Tbe space was only 
about three feet in length and appellant was re- 
quired to sit down and work. Tbe train was 
nearly due and tbe foreman was borryinc the 
work. While appellant wu in the sitttnii position 
one of the men that waa lowaMng tbe prop, 
which was a heavy timbar. wltluMit any warning 
to apprilaat, tot It sUv iroia his bands aad It fell 
and atmok i^tpailaat oa tbe laa, tnfletinc aevaie 
and painful injorlaa, for wbleh ke instttnted 
this aetlon for damaaea. At tbe eoBolaalon of 
tbe'evideace for appellant tbe oimrt gave to the 
jnry a peremptory UutmoUon to And far ap- 
pellee. 

On appeal, h«ui,lbat the eoortami^siTing 

the peremptory instmetioa. OnaaiMmfora 

peremptory instruction tbe court must accept as 
true tbe evidence of the plaintiff, and if from it 
by a reasonable inference there is an evidence of 
actionable negligence tbe caae must be submit- 
ted to tbe Jury. Appellant was not Kullty of 
rootributory negligence As tbe foreman and 
appellant were entcaKed In the same service be 
cannot recover against tbe company In an action 
like this for personal injury not resulting iu 
death except fur tbe gross neKllgence of tbe fore- 
man, but on the (acts shown there was sUfflcieut 
evidence of gross negligence to take tbo case to 
tbe Jury.
